In his usually accurate W ashing­ 
ton column, Paul Mallon has just dis­ 
closed that already nearly $500,000,- 
000 of Social Security funds have 
been used by the I n usury D epart­ 
ment to pay current running expenses 
of the governm ent. In place o f the 
real m oney paid in by w orkers and 
employers, the Security fund merely 
has Uncle S am ’s IOU paper for the 
am ount so used. 
If the Federal governm ent w ere in 
good condition financially, and op­ 
e ra tin g with a balanced budget, til is 
“ borrow ing” of w orking m en’s con­ 
tributions m ight not be particularly 
objectionable. 
But if the 
g o v ern ­ 
m en t’s income w ere equal to its ex­ 
penditures there would be no neces­ 
sity for borrowing at all. 
It happened th a t und er the term s 
of the Social Security Act th ere is 
n>> provision fo r keeping the m oney 
(• ntributed by workers and employ­ 
ers in a trust fund from wfcr.eh to 
make old age or unemployment pay­ 
ments. Book accounts are kept of the 
am ounts paid in, oi course, but the 
real money isn t there.

I am a preacher and not an ex­ 
pert on taxation. I am concerned in 
legislation involving moral issues, 
and I consider any tax measure or 
program that is 
unsound, unjust 
and discrimina­ 
tory as b e i n g 
highly immoral. 
I have concerned 
myself in such 
matters because 
I have learned 
from experience 
that h i g h and 
b u r d e n s o m e 
taxes are inter­ 
fering with ac­ 
tivities of t h e 
churches and hampering denomina­ 
tional programs in many States 
and communities. 
Your church and my church can 
obtain their sustenance only in con­ 
tributions from whatever surplus 
the donor may have on hand after 
taxes have been paid. Under the 
pi* lent 
system 
of 
taxation, 
or 
rather the lack of a tax system, the 
taxpayer can seldom accumulate a 
surplus, and as a result religious 
activities are retarded. Many of 
those 
who 
once 
supported 
the 
church in an adequate and substan­ 
tial way have been forced to cur­ 
tail religious contributions. They 
are now compelled to tithe to tho 
politicians instead of to the Lord’s 
work. 
In many states preachers are be­ 
coming tax-minded. They frankly 
discuss tax problems with legisla­ 
tors. Largely because of this influ­ 
ence a recent session of the Texas 
legislature adjourned without levy­ 
ing any more taxes although it 
was called to raise til teen million 
dollars. 
The very sources from which the 
churches must derive their revenue 
are being taxed out of existence by 
National, State and local agencies. 
Any man or woman 
who ever 
served on a church finance com­ 
mittee knows full well that “bur­ 
densome taxes” is too often heard 
as a reason for failure I 
’ i 
'cly 
meet these obligations. 
A church 
cannot balance its budget by “shak­ 
ing the rich.” Th* politicians have 
preempted that field to a point

The consistently-rising tide of busi­ 
ness activity in Corpus Christi dur­ 
ing 1937 brought with it a gain of 
more than three and a half million 
dollars in deposits of the city’s four 
lea ing banks. Deposits in the batiks 
on December 3 I totaled $17,617*438.- 
04, the highest in the city’s history. 
At the end of the year 
lie deposits 
were nearly two and a half million 
d o l l a r s above the total for June 30, 
1937, and were seven and a quarter 
million dollars above the December 
31, 1935, total. 
By virtue of its 
record-breaking 
business gain, Corpus Christi was 
second only to San Antonio among 
tho cities of Texas in bank deposits 
gains.
